HEITMANN'S EEMARKS. 


Mr. Heitmann prefaced the presenta- 


tion of the document by saying: 


"In determining the amount of money 
necessary, I have figured 
upon 
the 
bids for the dredging of Lake Merritt, 
as filed with -the Uoard 
of Public 
Works. This proposed levy 
provides 


for a fund of 13 cents on the $100 of 
taxable property for the Park and Bou- 
levard Fund, which will give a suffi- 
cient sum for the dredging of 
Lake 
Merritt. putting gates under Twelfth 
street dam, and filling in the marsh 
between Eighth and Twelfth streets. 
This also provides for a reduction ot 
four cents In the sewer fund. The fif- 
teen cents proposed is for no other pur- 
pose than parks and boulevards. 
The schedule was then'presented to 
the Clerk, and President Heitmann took 
the chair. 
Councilman Girard offered 
a schedule he had prepared, which pro- 
vided bu't ten cents for the Park and 
Boulevard Fund. When the considera- 
tion of this point arrived on the Helt- 
mnnn schedule, Girard moved that the 
fifteen cents be reduced to ten cents, 
declaring that i^ould provide 
$40,000, 


•whereas tho lowest bid she-wed $30,000. 
"In flgurlr.K on 'this matter," 
said 
President Heitmann, "I considered the 
lowest bidder, where the lake was to 
be dredged, gates put In, and a park 
provided. I think it is a cheap Invest- 
ment for the city, for it is a gain of a 
twenty-acre park." 
Councilman Cuvellier expressed him- 
self as "follows: 
"I think It Is a poor business prop- 
osition to lose the chance of acquiring 
those twenty acres. Tho taxpayers I 
have talked with are satisfied as long 
as they see something tangible for the 
money expended. It Is'my flrm convic- 
tion that the park should bo acquired. 
However, I ask <for information, does it 
require fifteen cents to accomplish this 
work entirely?"
